church. One week ago the governor was 
carried Into his home from which he 
had gone five months before to his in- 
auguration as

executive of the

His death came suddenly and was 


unexpctcted even by his physicians and 
family and was caused by a 
relapse 


from his disease. The declining stage 
of Governor Paulson's Illness dates 
from last Friday, when his wish to be 
taken out on tho front porch of his 
home was granted. He looked over the 
familiar scenes and was in great spir- 
its when suddenly he complained of 
severe pain. The sick cot was hurriedly 
wheeled into the house and the nurses 
applied stimulants and his physician 
was hastily summoned.

Ed. Herald — Would your prohibitory 


law excluding millionaires

United States senate be in

constitution 


which Is absolutely quiet as to any 
money consideration as a qualification 
for office? Would it be Justice to say 
to those men who. have helped .to make 
the country what it Is, "you have too 
much wealth and can have no voice 
in the making of laws?" Could we af- 
ford to exclude any man or class of 
men for any reason other than mental 
or criminal disability? legislation and 
taxation without representation" dates 
back to 1776 as Its culmination so far 
as the United States Is concerned, and 
It Is no more Just to permit men ol 
small means to govern and tax tho 
wealthy than It Is to reverse the mat- 
ter. Neither was Intended by the men 
who instituted our government. Neither 
can be maintained. All classes must 
have a voice. The very intent of our 
laws is to encourage men in acquiring 
wealth, and why should it be other- 
'wise? Nature teaches U9 that this Is 
proper. A farmer plants one bushel of 
corn and harvests more than 300 bush- 
els. It Is not right to say men shall 
not be wealthy or oren become mil- 
lionaires. All the law can do is to keep 
him from wronging his neighbor In be- 
coming so. 


How many Intelligent men in the 


United States are there that would not 
be millionaires preferably? It is not the 
money that makes the man bad, else 
It would be a virtue to be poor, and all 
society thinks it rather a want of vir- 
tue to be poor, barring physical or 
mental disability. We could not favor 
turning even the United States senate 
over to the wealthy, and we would be 
as far from excluding them. In order 
to have satisfactory laws, all classes 
must 
have a voice in 
their making. 


Ours is supposed to be "a government 
for the people, by the people." I am a 
poor man, but I think I understand the 
wholesomencss

Will Not Hear the Case of

RAILROADS ALLOWED 


To Take Up the Crossing of 


, the Electric Lines. 


Specinl to The lleraW. 


Litchfield. 111., June 17.—The 
Supreme Court at Springfield has dis- 
missed the case of the St. Louie and 
Nortrteastern Interurban companj, pei- 
ter known as the McKinley system, 
against the Illinois Central railroad 
company, rendering the decision that 
the action of the Appellate court was 
final, and dismissed the case. 


The decision of the Appellate court 


and then the appeal to the supreme 
court with the action of the highest 
tribune refusing to consider the case 
saying that the lower court had all the 
necessary 
jurisdiction, 
changes the 


status of the question not only in the 
crossing controversy in Litchfield but 
over the stat«. 


Now Reversed. 


The way tha case now stands is Just 


the reverse of what it has been here- 
tofore. 
In accordance with the-deci- 


sion of the Appellate court, which 
was practically affirmed by the su- 
preme court, the Illinois Central, Wa- 
bash and Burlington have the right 
to take up the Interurban crossings in 
Sargent' street, and the Big Four can 
forever keep the 
electric 
company 


from crossing its tracks 
In 
fotate 


street. 
, 
... 
Whether or not these crossings will 


be taken up and the electric people 
forced to enter the city by another 
route Is an important question, but 
from significant remarks made by an 
interested attorney there Is a probabil- 
ity that there are exciting times in 
store for the local railroad men. 


Have a Contract. 


Prom the best authority on the sub- 


ject it is learned that the Wabash and 
the Interurban people have a sort of 
contract with each other and the steam 
road is makinar no particular trouble. 
But with the Illinois Central and Bur- 
lington it Is Sifferent. 


One night recently the " Interurban 


people placed crossings In across the 
Burlington and Illinois Central tracks 
without permission from 
the 
steam 


roads. The steam roans, by their at- 
torneys, Thomas M. Jett and David R, 
Kinder, appealed to the city court tor 
an Injunction-, but Judge Paul McWIl- 
llams had previously granted an In- 
junction against the railroads restrain- 
ing them from tearing out the tracks 
which were already In. 


Injunction Refuted. 


When the case of the Injunction was 


heard the Judja refused to desolve it, 
he holding that the city council had 
exclusive jurisdiction over the streets. 
The case was taken to the Apoellate 
court by Messrs. Jett and Kinder"n the 
name of " e Illinois Central, the Bur- 
lington people letting their case rest 
for a decision. 
The Appellate court 


reserved the decision of the Litchfield 
court. The Interurban people then ap- 
pealed to the supreme court with the 
above result. 


The Wabash crossing was not put 


in at the same time as.the others, but 
with full knowledge and consent of 
the steam company, so it Is under- 
stood. 


Yet the Wabtsh crossing, like that of 


all other roads, according to the deci- 
sion of the appellate court. Is under 
the Jurisdiction of the Illinois railroad 
and ware house commissioners. 
The 


same court ruled that the Litchfield 
city council did not have exclusive jur- 
isdiction over UK streets and also that 
the warehouse commissioners had jur- 
isdiction in all crossing matters whe- 
ther outside or inside of a city. 


It is now up to tile railroads and the 


warehouse commissioners. If tiie rail- 
roads do not want the crossings on 
Sargent street they can order them 
out, 
and this will probably be done. 


In the case of the Big Four the 


question is practically the same with 
the exception that the compa.ny and 
not the city owns Its right of way.

THE CIRCULATING MEDIUM. 


According to the statistics given out 


by the treasury department tho amount 
of money In circulation"-on June 1 was 
12,743,681,120. The population of 
the 


country as estimated by the treasury 
experts for that date was 84,545,000. On 
the basis of these figures the per cap- 
ita circulation at the beginning of the 
present month was 
$32.45. This repre- 


\ts an Increase of 23 cents for the 


month and of $1.36 ns compared with 
the 9errespondlng, date last year. The 
figure per head of population reached 


June 1, seKs a new record, exceed- 


ing, as It does, by a substantial amount 
that attained a month before. It is al- 
most half way between the $33 and the- 
J33 marks and, in view of the rapid 
Increment in the volume of circula- 
tion recently, gives promise that the 
latter figure 
will be 
reached before 


long. It is of interest to recall that the 
$30 mark was not passed until less 
than three years ago, namely, on Dec. 
1, 1903, when it was $30.21. In less than 
a year, namely, on May 1, 1904. the per 
capita circulation wont a little abive 
the $31 mark ($31.02). 
A month ago 


the $32 mark was passed, and now the 
circulation has almost gone hall way 
toward the next dollar mark.

from San Francisco to the effect that 
a grand jury has discovered that tel- 
egraph companies, during the confu- 
sion following the earthquake accept- 
ed messages and tolls and then for- 
warded them by mall or by messenger 
by the thousands. The report made by 
the grand jury runs like this: 


The inquiry was concluded more es-
